HEARING ON PUERTO RICAN SUGAR 
WAGK RATES AND PRICES SCHEDULED 


The Sugar Division of the Department of Agriculture announced today that a 
public hearing will be held at 9 asm., in the Auditorium of the Ateneo, at San 
Juan, Puerto Rico, Tuesday, December 6, 1938 on sugarcane purchase and wage rates. 

Evidence will be received on: (1) fair and reasonable wage rates to be paid 
to persons employed in the production, cultivation, or harvesting of the 1939 crop 
of sugarcane on farms for which applications for conditionel payments are made}; 
and (2) fair and reasonable priccs to be paid for sugarcane of the 1939 crop pur- 
chased by processors who also ere producers and who apply for the conditional pay- 
ments. 

A similar public hearing was held last December prior to the issuance of 
determinations of fair prices for cane and wage rates for the 1938 crop. As fair 
wage rates and prices for sugarcane have already been determined in connection wit 
the 1938 crop, interested parties will be requested to confine their testimony so 
far as possible to any changes which they deem necessary for 1939 and their rea- 
sons for those changes. 

The Sugar Act of 1937 provides as one of the conditions of payment to 
growers that all persons omployed on farms in the production, cultivation, or har- 
vesting of sugarcane shall have been paid wages at rates not less than those that 
may be determined by the Secretary of Agriculture to be fair and reasonable. 

The Act also provides for a determination by the Secretary on "fair and 
reasonable" prices to be paid for sugarcane purchased by processors who apply as 


producers for payments under the Act.

PUBLIC HEARING ON SUGARCANE WAGE AND 
PURCHASE RATES TO BE HELD IN HAWAII 


The Sugar Division of the U. S. Department of Agriculture announced today 
a public hearing to receive evidence bearing on wage rates for labor employed in 
the production, cultivation or harvesting of sugarcane in Hawaii during the calen- 
dar year 1939; and on prices for the 1939 crop of sugarcane to be paid by process- 
ors who also are producers and who apply for payments under the Sugar Act of 193/7- 
The hearing will be at 9:30 asm., November 16, in the U. S. District court in the 
Federal Building in Honolulu. 

‘Bvidence likely to be of assistance to the Secretary of Agriculture in mak-— 
ing recommendations covering the terms and conditions of contracts between produc- 
ers and processors of sugarcane and the conditions of contracts between laborers 
and producers of sugarcane also will be received at the hearing. 

Producers and laborers appearing at the hearing will be requested to express 
their views on proposed minimum fair and reasonable wage rates for the calendar 
year 1939, for the several types of work performed in the production, cultivation 
and harvesting of sugarcane on Hawaiian sugar plantations. The suggested minimum 
earnings are ali based on an eight-hour day, and earnings for longer or shorter 
days would be in proportion. The minimum earnings would apply whether labor was 
performed on a piece-work or time basis, except for long term cultivation and irri- 
gation contractors for whom a minimum advance per day of $1.60 or 20 cents per 


hour would be provided. The suggested minimum earnings are as follows: 
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we! ne (SUGARCANE WAGE HEAR ING) 


For all operetions connected with planting, cultivating and irrigat- 
ing, $1.60 per day or 20 cents per hour. 


For all operations connected with fertilizing, cutting (or cutting 
and packing) and hauling, $2.00 per day or 25 cents per hour. 


For all operations connected with loading, $2.20 per day or 27% cents 
per hour. 


For all operations connected with laying portable tract or flumes, 
$2.40 per day or 30 cents per hour. 


For all other types of labor employed in the production, cultivation 
and harvesting of sugarcane not included in the types described above, 
the suggested rates are as follows: 
Adult male labor $1.50 per day or 19¢ per hour 
Adult female labor $1.20 per day or 154 per hour 
Minors (over 14 years of age) $1.00 per day or 124¢ per hour 
The Sugar Act of 1937 authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to establish 
"fair and reasonable" wage rates for agricultural labor, compliance with which is 
one of the conditions for payments to growers. The Act also authorizes the Secre- 
tary to establish prices for sugarcane to be paid to growers by processors who are 
also producers and who apply for payment on the sugarcane they produce themselves. 
The payment of these prices to other growers is a condition of payment for the pro- 
cessors. 
The determinations of fair and reasonable wages and prices for cane, under 


the Sugar Act of 1937, are issued by the Secretary of Agriculture following public 


hearings and investigation.

It has been found necessary to hold additional hearings before making the 
final allotments as the public hearing held on January 14, 1938, did not supply 
sufficient cvidence on which to base allotment of the quotas. 

Also scheduled for the same time and place is a hearing for revision or 
amendment of Pucrto Rican Sugar Order No. 10, issued Aprii) 19, 1938, which allotted 
the portion of the 1938 sugar quota for Puerto Rico which may be filled by direct 


consumption sugar. 

Allotments of the 1938 United States marketing quota and local consumption 
sugar quota for Puerto Rico will be based on the Secretary of Agriculture's 
cetermination of proportionate shares for sugarcane producers in Puerto Rico in 
1938 and 1939, (This determination, S.D. No. 13, Revised, was issued January 13, 
1938 .) . 

Since a number of processors may shortly fill théir proposed allotments, it 
has been determined that for the »nurpose of notice of hearing, the emergency pro- 
vision, General Sugar Regulations Series 2, No. 2, issued September 21, 1937 
applies. Hence a shorter notice of hearing has been given than the usual 10-day 

' notice.
